Bur me thinks any 29 of thy Opinion , 
ſhould be afraid co appear in Germany , where torcy 
Thouſand were defeared, However ler me adviſe 
thee to begin thy bloody wotk of Deftruion rather 
abroad than-in Ergland., as young Phytitians trayel to 
pracice their Arts of kilting in other Countrys. Bur 
co ſpeak more ſerioufly, my Counſel is that thou 
ſhouldit ſtay at home > and mortifie thac Principle 
from whence Wars and Fightings come , ſo ſhalt 
thou encreaſe the Peace of thine own Conſcience, and 
the quiet of the Worlds and not: need a Fifth King- 
dom co make thee happy. 
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
